At its initial meeting on June h, 19U6, the Advisory Committee 
on Intelligence (ACI) considered the problems raised by the several 
requests of the War and Navy Departments that, the State Department 
negotiate with certain foreign countries for permission to establish 
U.S. military and naval personnel at consulates for intelligence 
purposes. 

ACI concluded that the issues involved were of sufficient 
gravity to call for the determination of poliqy in the matter by 
the Secretary’s Staff Committee.
